For me, the 
relatively slow and methodical build up of form is a wonderfully 
engrossing and enveloping experience. As a modeler rather than 
a carver, manipulating clay and seeing a piece come to life and 
occupy space has always been incredibly sensuous and reward- 
ing. Indeed this has always been the best part of sculpture for 
me. Though I love the finishing and detailing part of making a 
piece, that initial interaction of hand, eye and gut is still the rea- 
son I'll always be a sculptor before anything else in life. 


I’m looking forward to seeing as many of you as can possibly 
make it at the Congress in September. This will be my first 
FIDEM and though I’ve been lucky enough to have had my 
medals chosen for several past congresses, actually being at this 
event I’m sure will be very exciting. Our next newsletter should 
be full on news and images pertaining to the FIDEM congress.

Back in 1937 medal enthusiasts in Paris formed a group which they called the 
Federation International de la Medaille (IDEM). Their purpose was to bring together 
aftists, producers, mints, collectors, scholars, museum curators, writers and any others 
involved with the medal to provide a venue for a dialogue on the subject of medals. 

This year is the seventieth anniversary of the establishment of the FIDEM and it is still 
the only international organization that provides a platform for a dialogue on medals. 
With thirty nine member countries represented, FIDEM meets this September in Colo- 
rado Springs. FIDEM is the place where some two thousand medals produced world 
wide during the last three years will be on display. 

Want to know the direction the world medal community is going? You can see it in 
Colorado Springs. In addition, in Colorado Springs there will be an exhibit of medals by 
artists, all over seventy years old, who have been selected by their countries because they 
are thought to be the worlds leading medal artists. 

Would you like to meet and socialize with representatives of Europe’s leading Museums? 
Want to get to know the leaders of medal association in other countries? 

Would you like to know scholars and writers on all phases of medal art? 

Are you interested in new techniques and materials for medal making? 

If any of these things apply to you then I suggest you take advantage of this opportunity.

More on the FIDEM congress 
















The ANA organizers of FIDEM XXX are very much looking forward to the congress and want 
us to know about their plans for a spectacular event during the congress involving visiting artists 
and the Colorado Springs community. 





On Friday, Sept. 21, congress attendees will be picked up at the Antlers Hilton at 4:30 p.m. to 
join Colorado Springs artists and distinguished members of the local community at the ANA 
Money Museum for a wine and cheese reception. At 5:30, the event will move to the Colorado 
Springs Fine Arts Center, a stunning and newly renovated facility adjacent to ANA headquarters. 
Guests will be invited to enter the facility’s 400-seat theatre, where a lecture will be given by 
prominent Czech Republic artist Otakar Dudek. A two-hour celebration of the arts will follow, 
including an open bar, a fabulous assortment of food, and music. 





This special evening is the latest addition to a congress that keeps getting better and better and 
it’s hoped the word about this event will spread to all colleagues at FIDEM and AMSA in hopes 
of having as many people attend FIDEM XXX as possible. 
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FIDEM AT 70 design 


Deborah Patterson Dass, a Mississauga, Ontario 
member of AMSA submitted a design for the 
“FIDEM AT 70” art medal competition. Her design 
was one of the 10 that were selected in the Stage 2 
short list. A photograph of her award-winning 
design will be published in the FIDEM magazine 
Medailles, to be published in 2008. 


The title of Deborah’s design is: Nurturing the Art 
Medal. There are 3 elements in the design: hand, 
maternal medal and infant medal. FIDEM (the sup- 
porting hand) inspires the artist (maternal medal) to 
lovingly give voice through the art medal (infant 
medal). FIDEM holds both the artist and the medal 
in its palm, proudly introducing them to the world. 


The design further symbolizes the generations of 
medal makers over the 70 years: the founding 
members being the 1* generation, the guiding hand; 
the maternal medal being the 2™ generation, the re- 
cipients of their knowledge who pass it along to the 
3" generation, the infants now entering into the art 
of medal making. 


The Congress medal, which is paid for by the 
host, this year the ANA, goes to everyone who 
registers and attends the FIDEM Congress in 
Colorado Springs. 


Mashiko is the artist that was selected this year to 
design the " American Delegation Medal" which is 
the medal that FIDEM/US (for the last twenty plus 
years) distributes to the FIDEM delegates from 
other countries who attend the FIDEM Congress. 
The delegation medal also goes to all of the 
Americans who register and attend the Congress. 


There are thirty one artist from the U.S.A that are 
showing in this year’s FIDEM exhibition. 


Birmingham Show Closes

By the time members read this, the 
Birmingham show will have been closed for a 
month or so, and all the artists should have their 
medals back in hand. Fifteen AMSA members 
displayed one or more of their works at the 
Birmingham Historical Museum and Park from 
February - June 2007, and plenty of thanks are due 
to Leslie Mio, Bill McElhone, and their colleagues 
at the Museum for all the hard work they did in 
setting up and advertising the show. The room 
that was dedicated to our works looked sharp, each 
medal was well lit, well displayed, and easy to see, 
and the entire venue looked very professional. 

While there is always a bit of sadness at 
the end of a show, I find that when I’m the one 
taking it down, it’s mixed with a feeling of accom- 
plishment. It would be wonderful if all the artists 
sold some pieces (oh heck, if they sold all of their 
pieces!); but even if that didn’t come to pass, it’s © 
neat to know that a number of visitors to the dis- 
play and exhibit learned something about the art 
medal. I remembered that back at the opening, 
several visitors, including a former mayor of Bir- 
mingham, all commented that this was something 
they hadn’t heard much about, and that they were 
glad to be there for the opening and for the exhibit. 
Whatever it is we have to display, whether it’s a 
lovely, delicate piece, like Jacqueline Lorieo’s, 
“United Torn Nations” or a beautiful, hefty piece 
like Sylvia Perle’s, “Amnesty,” which graced the 
cover of the catalogue, there was a broad, diverse 
range of artistic styles presented at this show. 

The visitors really seemed to enjoy that. Plus, the 
Museum staff seemed grateful to add this to the 
displays they normally have for the public. 


Even though the medals have been mailed 
back to the artists, this is one place we need to 
keep in the back of our collective minds. It’s 
worth asking in a couple of years whether or not 
they would like to host us again. 
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The Numismatic Art Award for Excellence in 
Medallic Art was established in 1966 by the 
American Numismatic Association “to recognize 
a living artist whose cumulative lifetime achieve- 
ment in the field of medallic sculpture has been of 
the highest order.” Past winners have included 
Paul Vincze (1966), Gilroy Roberts — who de- 
signed the NAAEMS award (1967), Robert Wein- 
man (1975), Eugene Daub (1991), and Leonda 
Finke (2006). This year’s judging has been per- 
formed by the NAAEMS Committee, headed by 
Mel Wacks; the other members are David Alexan- 
der, Richard Doty, Leonda Finke, Dr. Cory Gillil- 
land, Mashiko, Douglas Mudd, Donald Scarinci 
and Dr. Alan Stahl. Nominations for future 
NAAEMS recipients are invited; contact Susan 
McMillan at the ANA: memillan@money.org.

Jeanne Stevens- Sollman 
recipient of ANA 
Numismatic Award of 
Excellence in Medallic 
Sculpture. 


Jeanne Stevens-Sollman is the recipient 
of the American Numismatic Associa- 
tion's 2007 Numismatic Art Award for 
Excellence in Medallic Sculpture. This 

prestigious award will be presented Aug. 11 during the awards banquet 

for the ANA's World's Fair of Money in Milwaukee, Wis. 






Jeanne Stevens-Sollman, has been given numerous honors in her 
field, including the American Numismatic Society’s J. Sanford Saltus 
Award for Signal Achievement in Medallic Art in 1999. Over the 
past 20 years, the work of this prolific medallist has been shown at a 
multitude of juried and invitational exhibitions including every 
Congress of the Federation Internationale de la Medaille (FIDEM) 
from 1987 through 2007, which will be held at the ANA headquarters 
in Colorado Springs. 


Ms. Stevens-Sollman has also worked tirelessly to promote medallic 
art; she was Vice President and then President of the American Med- 
allic Sculpture Association (AMSA) from 1997 through 2002, she 
has been First Vice Delegate to FIDEM from 1999 to the present, and 
has coordinated a number of exhibits, including “Hands Across the 
Sea,” an international exhibit of American and Polish medals coordi- 
nated by AMSA and shown at the ANA Museum, Pennsylvania State 
University (her alma mater) and the Museum of Medallic Art in War- 
saw. 

Remarks made when she was presented with the Saltus Award sum 
up her signal achievements in the field of medallic art: "Of the cur- 
rent generation of medallists, the artist who most fully exemplifies a 
distinctively American approach is Jeanne Stevens-Sollman. Her 
work is bold, original and sophisticated while maintaining an aura of 
earthy simplicity. She incorporates elements of current international 
medallic innovations and concerns while keeping her work tightly 
focused and recognizably personal.”

Animals are a favorite subject, including those modeled after Ms. 
Stevens-Sollman’s pet labrador and her own flock of sheep at her 

rural Pennsylvania home. Her oeuvre also includes multi-part medals, 
portraits, nature themes and awards. 








"It is difficult to separate the philosophy behind my medallic art and 
my larger life size sculpture because in each piece I hope to evoke a 
curiosity and wonder in those who view them, whether it be positive 
or negative," Stevens-Sollman says. "The difference is that medals 
can be held, even hidden, in one's hand. These little slices of imagi- 
nation, poems in some cases, for me commemorate an event, a fleet- 
ing moment, an observation. And when two sides are not enough, the 
interlocking medals become my challenge." 
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AMSA extends it’s sincere sympathy 
to member Anne Lazare-Mirvish who lost 
her husband on July 11th. He was 92 and had been 
of failing health for some time. 


Edwin Mirvish was the famous "Honest Ed", a 
businessman, philanthropist, theatre owner and 
promoter. One of Toronto's most celebrated citi- 
zens, Edwin Mirvish was renowned for his entre- 
preneurial acumen and generous spirit. Born in 
Colonial Beach, Va., Mirvish arrived in Toronto in 
1923. He left school at 15 to support his family. In 
the 1940s he opened Honest Ed’s in Toronto, Can- 
ada’s first discount retail operation. He turned his 
attention to show business and restaurants in the 
1960s and helped to cultivate Toronto’s entertain- 
ment district. In 1963 he saved the Royal Alexan- 
dra Theatre from demolition by purchasing it and, 
30 years later, built the Princess of Wales Theatre 
with his son David. Every year Mirvish celebrated 
his birthday with a free public party in Toronto’s 
Mirvish Village and at Christmastime gave away 
thousands of free turkeys. 


He is the author of the Canadian bestseller “How 
to Build an Empire on an Orange Crate or 121 
Lessons I Never Learned in School” (1993) and 
“There ’s No Business Like Show Business”’(1997). 
He has been inducted into both the Canadian and 
the American business halls of fame.

seminar week of the participating artists works. 
This first year of the program dealt with 
engraving in plaster, the second year will feature 
engraving in metal.

Japan Mint will hold the International Coin Design Competition(ICDC) 2007 in order to encourage coin de- 
signers around the world in their creative activities and enhance the artistry of their coin designs. We wish this 
event leads to the finding of many excellent works and look forward to your creative, artistic and beautiful coin 
designs.

CATEGORIES & QUALIFICATION FOR ENTRY 


1. GENERAL: Sketch and plaster model of coin design are required. 
All ages and nationalities are eligible for the entry. Entrants do not have to be professionals, but please 
take notice that entrants should be qualified for submitting a pair of plaster models at the final stage. 












STUDENT: Sketch of coin design 
Any students who are registered at any schools and were born on or after August 31, 1977 are qualified 
for the entry. 


PRIZES 





1. GENERAL: 
Most excellent work (1 work): 500,000 yen, an award plaque and a medal based on your design 
Excellent work (1 work): 200,000 yen, an award plaque and a medal based on your design 


Fine works (3 works): 100,000 yen 







STUDENT: 
Future designer (1 work): 50,000 yen, an award plaque 








GENERAL/STUDENT: 
Jury's special award: 50,000 yen 
Note: The prizes may not be granted if no works deserve the awards. 


JUDGING PROCESS 









GENERAL: 
Judging process consists of two stages as follows: 


Preliminary Stage: The jury will select about five designs for the final stage from works submitted by en- 
trants. 


Final Stage: The jury will select prizewinning works from plaster models of the designs selected at the 
preliminary stage. 













STUDENT: 
The jury will select a prizewinning work from designs submitted by entrants. 

Note: Jury fs special award will be granted to the works submitted by entrants whose remarkable per- 
formance in the future is expected. 





DEADLINE Entrants are requested to submit their designs not later than August 31, 2007. 







THE JUDGING RESULTS 


Preliminary Stage: The result of the judging will be directly informed to the entrants by September 30, 2007. 
The scheduled deadline for the submis- sion of plaster models is November 30, 2007. 
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REGULATIONS 
Common to both GENERAL and STUDENT categories 
Each entrant may set a theme freely for his/her work. 
Works for entry are limited to ones unpublished and original. 
Each entrant may submit up to three works to GENERAL and STUDENT categories altogether. 
Designs must be drawn in accordance with the follwing way; 


1. Designs must be drawn in two circles of 120mm in a diameter (The obverse design should be in the 
left and the reverse design should be in the right) on a sheet of 210mm X 297mm (A4) size paper. 


2. Designs must be drawn on the assumption that they are to be for a 30mm coin. 
3. Any drawing materials are acceptable. 
4. Designs must not be crumbled or folded. 


II. Rules of plaster models (GENERAL category only) 


1. Entrants qualified for the final stage will be required to submit a pair of plaster models which are made 
on the basis of the selected designs at the preliminary stage 


2. Plaster models should be engraved designs on a plaster base with an internal diameter of 120 mm. Fur- 
ther details will be informed to the qualified entrants later. 


3. Entrants may ask another persons to make plaster models for them at their own expense if it is difficult 
for them to make plaster models by themselves. 


NOTICES 


(1) The works (designs and plaster models) submitted to the Competition are not returned to the entrants. 
(2) Entrants take the responsibility of sending the works to the described address and bear the expense. 
Japan Mint is not responsible for any damages of the works caused under the shipment. 

(3) Japan Mint obtains the copyright of the prizewinning works. 

(4) In case that prizewinners violate any parties' copyrights and/or any other rights in terms of the 
prizewinning works, the winners shall be blamed for the infringement 

(5) The prizewinning works might be revised if Japan Mint uses them for the designs of coins or medals. 
(6) Japan Mint cannot accept any inquiries referring to the results of the competition.
